ATTENDING LECTURES 

There is a certain professor at this univer- 
sity w-ho, at the beginning of each session re- 
marks to his classes that he used to stay away 
from If: I are? vh?n he was a sttident. Attend- 
ance of iecturcs at his college was not compul- 
sorj-; all that was required was that each stu- 
derl should confer with his professors at least 
once every fortnight, in order to learn just 
■what work he had to cover. At the same time 
the professor? would ascerLain to what extent 
the student had been devoting himself to his 
studies. 

It can readOy be imagined that the afore- 
mentioned professor does not advocate the com- 
pulsory arteridance of Jectures. He believes that 
any student who cannot grasp the main trends 
and facts of any college course without having 
a man cet up and explain it to him is not a stu- 
dent and shouldn't be in college at all. 

With this larier view we do not agree en- 
tirely. The average student generally has more 
work to cover during any one session than it 
is possible for h:;r. to do complettly. Lectures 
to him ai'e therefore an excellent and necessary 
aid and synopsis. 

"While free and open lectures are a tf;rnpt- 
ing prospect, and with the right sort of stu- 
dents is imdoubtedly the best arrangement 
possible, it is unfortunately true that there .are 
enough ir.'-esponsible studeiiis at the Uiiiversity 
to proiîibit tiit abolishing ol trit coiripuLsozy 
attendance rules. The strong mu.st suffer for 
the weak, and those who cannot rei?i.st the temp- 
tation to take advantage of an open lecture sys- 
tem make it impossible to do away with a sys- 
lorn o!' rol! cail.'- and atterida;i<:e (.Vifjking whicii 
in itself i.s an iiiauii to the inielligence and al- 
titude of students of a University. 

Whili; it may be inipo.s.s!blt; to do away 
with atiendance checks, we do not mean to up- 
hold too rigid a system of compulsory lectures. 
Surely \\'hen a student has reached a ,cei",taiu 
.stage of college life he is entitled to a certain 
freedom in the niattei' of attendance at lectures. 
Many of the lecturert^ at the Uiiivej-.siiy in one 
faculty or another frankly do )iot bind them- 
selves or their students to a system wliich they 
believe in unnecessarj';. When they do so it is 
A recogni'-ion of the desire of tlie class, not 
merely to get "attendance" but to get what they 
can out of the- course. 

W'c would like to sco f;ompul.so) \' Iciiurcs, 
a? such, abolished altogetlioi- .someday. At p)e- 
;Bent it is impos.sible.
